Daiches b y a jury Avhich fixed his 
punishment at life imprisonment. 
The jury held he instigated the 
sensational 
shotgun 
slaying 
last 
March 3 on the outer drive of the 
Avealthy advertising executiA’e in a 
plot predicated on the $317,000 in 


I life insurance policies w’hich Daiches 
carried. 
The verdict in Judge Harry B. 
Miller’s 
court 
Av as reached 
after 
some 4H hours of deb ate. 
The courtroom audience, included 
the victim’s widow in mourning at- 
froiiU^^^^’ Weitzman’s Avife and tw’o child- 
' ren Avere present for the final argu­ 
ments, In Avhich prosecutors alleged 
the shooting of Daiches Avas “the 
most cold b looded crime in Cook 
county history.” 
Louis Weitzman, of New York, 
b rother of the defendant and head 
of the advertising agency w^hich, 
the state charged, was to profit hy 
Daiches’ insurance policies, had at­ 
tended 
no 
sessions 
of 
the 
trial. 
Daiches Av as a former b usines part­ 
ner of Louis Weitzman. 
With head up b ut face sob ered, 
Irving Weitzman accepted the ver­ 
dict and heard his counsel ask for 
a neAv trial. Arguments on the mo­ 
tion Avere set for March 1. 
The state b ased its case on tes­ 
timony of-Walter Murphy, admitted 
hoodlum and muscle man, 
av Iio re­ 
lated from the stand that Weitz­ 
man engaged him and Jack London 
to 
“rub 
out” 
Daiches. 
For 
six 
months, Murphy said, he and Lon­ 
don trailed the advertising execu­ 
tive, once folloAving him to Florida, 
while 
Weitzman 
contrib uted 
$25,- 
200 for their expenses. 
Eventually, Murphy told the ju­ 
rors, he and London “sub -let” the 
murder a.ssignment to Jerry Pilot, 
a dealer in illicit alcohol, and Pilot 
completed the murder for a $3,000 
fee. Pilot has since b een slain and 
London is a fugitive. 
Through Daiches’ death, the state 
charged, 
the Thomas Bowers ad­ 
vertising agency in Avhich 
and Louis Weitzb an Avere associat­ 
ed, Avas ab le to collect heavy insur­ 
ance payments. 
Testimony of Murphy, Avhom the 
defense 
b randed 
“ a 
journeyman 
murderer” and “a contemptib le liar,” 
Avas 
referred 
to 
prominently 
in 
Judge Miller’s charge. The jury was 
instructed 
to 
examine 
Murphy’s 
strange story 
Avith 
“grave 
suspi­ 
cion” 
and 
“grave 
care 
and 
con­ 
sideration.” 
Weitzman, whose Chicago b akery 
chain is reputedly valued at ?200,-! 
000, 
flatly 
denied 
all 
allegations 
that he hired the assassins. Attor­ 
neys for Wettzman, Av ho is scarce­ 
ly five feet tall, contended Murphy 
himself killed Daiches b ecause o f

“I do not feel that you should b e 
accorded any special treatment b e­ 
cause of your father. 
My idea is 
that the son of a federal judge o r 
of the President should b e treated 
just like any other person.” 
The 
defense 
immediately 
an­ 
nounced intention to appeal. Judge 
Hurst granted four months for its 
preparation. 
Previously, 
he 
had 
denied an eloq uent appeal for 
a 
new trial. 
Bond for the youth, convicted 
o f 
manslaughter last Thursday night 
b y a jury of filling station o pera/- 
tors and farmers, was set at $25,- 
000. 
He W’as ordered held in the 
Sandstone county jail until b ond is 
posted. 
Young Kennamer said Gorrell— 
also of a socially-prominent 
Tula 
family—was shot Avith the victim’s 
OAvn pistol in a struggle started 
AA’hen Phil sought to thwart an al­

loves, b londe Virginia Wilcox. 
Over his ob jections, defense at­ 
torneys pleaded temporary 
insanity 
along with self-defense. 
“It appears 
to me that up to this 
time the 
innocent have

acts,” 
the judge 
told the 
y o uth,

“By your act you have 
bro ught 
heartache and misery to tw'o fami­ 
lies.

father was hurt—b ew’iJdered,” the 
judge added.

Threat on Congress Control

W A SH IN G TO N . Feb. 23.—Admin- 
istration leaders stood face to face 
tonight 
with

The child

Federa l Con.^titution 
is

legisla tures of the sta tes, including Mis­ 
souri, for ra tifica tion, or rejection. 
In a lengthy 
editoria l 
the St. Louis 
Globe-Democra t voices a ga inst a pprova l 
by the legisla tive a uthorities of the sta te 
a nd sa ys in pa rt: 


Nothing 
ha s 
occurred 
since 
the 
a mendment wa s origina lly submitted to 
the sta tes by congress to a lter the fa ct 
tha t it would pla ce in the ha nds of the 
federa l government a n unlimited power 
over the children a nd the youth of the 
countiy, ma king 
them 
subject 
to a ny 
regula tions tha t congress might devise a t 
a ny time, or to a ny regula tion tha t a n a d­ 
ministra tive burea u, given broa d a uthor­ 
ity by congress, might promulga te. 
It 
would in effect deprive the sta tes of the 
power which properly 
rests 
in 
them 
under the constitution, a nd where it ca n 
be ex ercised judiciously in a ccord with 
loca l conditions a nd public sentiment, for 
the prohibition of children from employ­ 
ment a ctua lly detrimenta l to their wel­ 
fa re. 
It would open the wa y to a n in­ 
tolera ble burea ucra tic interference in the 
homes of the la nd, ma king them a free 
field for socia l ex perimenta tion. 
^ “ \\ e a re told tha t congress would ex er­ 
cise the power given to it with modera ­ 
tion a nd rea sona bleness. 
But who ca n 
sa y wha t congress would consider moder­ 
a te or rea sona ble? 
The power must be 
given to be used, else why give it a t a ll? 
When the child la bor proposa l wa s be­ 
fore congress, numerous a ttempts were 
ma de to a mend it so a s to limit its ex er­ 
cise but a ll were defea ted. 
It is to be 
noted tha t the a mendment gives to con­ 
gress the ‘power to limit, regula te a nd 
prohibit the la bor of persons under 18 
yea rs of a ge.’ 
It does not sa y tha t con- 
giess sha ll ha ve the power to limit, regu­ 
la te or prohibit employment of persons 
under 18 yea rs of a ge. 
La bor is not necessa rily employment. A 
boy working for his fa ther on the fa rm, 
or a girl cooking in the home, la bors but 
is not employed. 
The a mendment gives

And this ca n be ma de to a pply 
to la bor a s well a s to employment, to la ­ 
bor in the home, to a ny la bor which a 
boy or girl wa nts to do for himself or 
herself, a s well a s to employment in a 
fa ctory or a mine. 
The supreme court 
ha s decla red tha t a ny power gra nted to 
congress ‘ma y be ex ercised to its fullest 
ex tent.’ 
It is the presumption tha t it is 
mea nt to be so ex ercised, a nd our history 
gives a bunda nt proof tha t congress ha s 
never fa iled to utilize 
a ll

In these da ys of ra dica l so­ 
cia l ex perimonta lion no one ca n sa y how 
fa r it might be persua ded to go in the
